Director of the branch. 

Branch 45 is one of the l)cst in the 
order, losing by death only twenty-four 
members since It was founded, and can 
boast of having paid into the widows' 
Md orphans' fund fd.OOO more than it 
has received. Thla' may be attributed 
krgely to tl)e fact that tti nembersbip is 
made up from our best German Catholic 
citizens, men who lead exemplary lives. 
The charter, issued t wenty-five yeara, ago 
has inscribed thereon the namea of 
Messrs. Henry Schwar/walder, Herman 
O. Junker, John E. Sauer, George S. 
Scbuhmann, Henry Steinlage, Henry 
Velhoelter, Peter Prick, Henry Eiling, 
Val Manger. Anton Schmld and Joseph 
Rirhmer. Of that number George S. 
Scbuhmann, Praaident of the Anzeiger, 
Henry Felhoelter and Peter Prick are 
still active members, while John Sauer 
and Joseph Richmer have transferred to 
othrr branches.

Compelled to Limit Number 
of Private Audl«no«» 
Granted. 



Ever since Floa X. aaeeaded the throne 
it has been easy for people to approach 
dim, even to secure a private andiencs. 
This ease of access is now to be greatly 
curtailed, not because ot any fear of per- 
sonal ilain;er to the roMtiff, as some have 
said, but principally because the great 
number of audiences granted bv the Pope 
have taken up too much of his valuable 
time. The democraUc ways of the Pope, 
htosfUiUlt^ sad hia longing to do away 
wMi the Isdatioa of the head of the 
church led him at first to breah dom the 
barriers between MmmU and the people 
and to direct at the vcry ootaet of his 
Pontificate that no one asking for an 
audience should be refused, reserving to 
himself personally the passing upon all 
such requests. In consccnience of his 
liberality the Vatican has been almost 
constantly besieged by an immense num- 
ber of people who want to obtain a pri- 
vate audience, many of them having no 
real bnaineas to submit to the hend of the 
church tod eeeking the privilege merely 
because of their curiosity. At the solici- 
tation of Cardinal del Val and Monsignor 
Bisleti Pius X. has now consented to limit 
the number of private audiences to those 
who have business of importance, and 
the same formalities that existed under 
the present Pope's immediate two pre- 
deoeesofs have been restored, so that 
thoae wha!,apply for admission to a pub- 
lic oi^aetfii-pnblic audience, if tl^.are 
foreignera, must henceforth he pAvldcd 
with a letter of preaentation from the 
Bishop of the diocese .from which they 
come or from a Cnrdiasl Of 
prelate of the curia.

The resolution 
providca that the Secretary of Commerce 
and I<abor shall report to Congreaa "what 
legislstion is required in order to eatab- 
lish an effective system of labor insoranoe 
in the I'nited States and to what extent 
such a system could be established by 
Federal authority and to what extent such 
a system has l)ecn established elsewhere; 
whether under Governmental aid and 
authority or otherwise, and the effect 
thereof upon those sought to he benefited 
thereby." Attention is called to the fact 
that in France and Germany labor inanr- 
ance bos been established, the fund for 
paymenU being made by the employes 
and employers and the Government. 
Members of the Labor Committee believe 
that such a plan can be adopted in this 
country and they desire to secure all in- 
formation possible (in the subject pte- 
paratory to CDnsiderin^ a bill.

Dr. Bernard J. O'Connor, who is tour- 
ing ICurope with his wife and mother, 
Mrs. Lucy O'Connor, his sister. Miss 
Stella O'Connor, and brother Alexander, 
should have been a journalist instead of a 
physician. He writes a description of 
life and customs in old Vienna, where he 
spent six months, for the Kentucky Irish 
Aiarthaa ehish wnald iln tniit tn a 
traiaed aewspaper man. - It ia to be re- 
gretted that space forbids the publication 
of the lettercntire. Bxtrada follow: 

Vienna ia a wonderful old town from a 
historical stondpoiot. During the nine- 
teenth century it was assailed by the 
great Napoleon. Earlier it was a goal of 
attock for the Turks and Mohanmiedans, 
besides being a resting place for the Cru- 
saders on their way to the Holy Land. 
Situated, as it is, on the beautiful Blue 
Danube, aurronnded oa all Mdes by 
moaatalas, It wss sad is still • Rstsway 
betweea the Far Bad sad dvUised Wed.- 
For an inland tbwn it is wonderfully 
cosmopolitan. On its dreets you can 
hear all sorts of tongues and see people of 
almost every nation. The population is 
over one and a half millions, but, strange 
to say, the city does not cover much more 
area than Louisville. The reason for this 
is that all the houses are compartment 
houses, four to six stories high, lodging 
from fifteen to 100 families. 

The dty itself is divided into twenty- 
oae dlstricto. The fird district, the old 
dty, is surrounded by a beautiful thor- 
oughfare called Ringstrasse, which is the 
site of the old wall and moat that in 
olden (lays helped to protect the Vien- 
nese from the altocks of the hostile and 
dangerous Eastern tribes. This BMgnifi- 
cent dreet is acknowledged by all to be 
the fined in Europe. On it are situated 
a host of grand public buildings— the 
Bmperor'a new Castle, the Aastslaa- 
Hungarian mnsenm, the Royal Opera- 
bouse and the Royal Theater, twoel^nt 
Royal Museums, the Imperial stoblea, 
the Parliament building, the Rathaus or 
City Hall, the beautiful Votive church 
and the University. These are inter- 
cepted here and there by pretty parks, 
private compartment houses, hotels, etc. 

It will no doubt surprise many to know 
of the extent of the Anglo-American 
colony in Wiea (ito Geraiaa aaaie). 
There are at lead 100 Amerleaa phyd- 
dana who are pursuing pod graduate 
courses under Vienna's celebrated pro- 
fessors. Louisville ia well represented. 
Among Its physicians here during the 
past fev^ months are: Dr. Arvid Bren- 
nan. Dr. Charles Lucas, Dr. Schaeffer, 
Dr. Bernard Asman and Dr. ' Llewellyn 
Spears. Andrew Fehr is studying the 
European process of malting and brew- 
ing. Miaa Nettie Scheffel is devoting 
her time to music These, with the five 
in our lawiediate drde, are upholding 
Louisville's honor, and aaaM la Vieana. 
The American doctors arc otganised 
under the title of the Anglo-American 
Me<)ical Association of Vienna, a society 
which meets eveiy Saturday eveidag for 
social and scientific purposes. 

The Austrians are a very cordial and 
hospitable people. When the men meet 
each other on the streets they make a 
little t)ow to each other and give their 
hat a generous swing almost down to 
thdr knees. They are not, however, as 
gsUant or polite to their ladief as we are. 
The dty la full of coffee-bonsea (it ia 
called the Cafe City), in which the ma- 
ji)rity of the people spend aeveral hours 
every day smoking, chatting, reading, 
Iplaytfj^gg^ while at^fing their ooflee 



or something stronger. A dmakea Blsn, 
however, is a rurc sight. The mortality, 
considering the size of the dty and its 
cosmopolitan character, is excellent. This 
is due partially to a peculiar and uni<iue 
city law which requires that the main 
entrance to every house be locked at 10 
p. m. If yon want to get in or oat after 
that hour you must arouse the porter and 
give him a tip for exit or entrance, aa the 
ease auy be. Athldics and aporto do 
not held e very promiaeat podtion in 
the eyes xA the Aastflaa, thidr priad- 
pal part of life bdng the military. 
Every young man must serve three years 
in the army. The prindpal langtuge 
here is, of course, (ierman, but it is a 
very deciaed dialect, almost unintelligible 
to any one from the Vaterland. 

The theaters, concert halls, etc., com- 
mence their performances at 7 and close 
before 10. The general behavior of the 
people is SD good that the policemen, a 
very fine-lookiag ad of men, dher than 
directing traffic and gidng people direc- 
tions, etc., have very little to do. You 
rarely see any one srreded. University 
studento and gentlemen, if they get into 
trouble, must only present their card and 
appear later in court. Every one who 
locates here must give bis name, address 
and business to the police bureau. The 
fire department, like the policemen, have 
little or nodiiag to do. There has not 
been |6,000 worth of damige doae by 
fire dace onr arrival. When a fire alarm 
is sounded all the firemen mud fird liae 
up for Inspection— that is, to show that 
their clothes are clean and their shoes 
are shined. On their way to the ("ire the 
horses trot along so leisurely and there is 
SO much trumjjet blowing that a stranger 
always looks around for a tally-ho party, 
lie fad tbd aotbing but safety matches 
are used, very little and only the best 
petroleum is employed, the chimneys in 
every hotise are swept every month and 
there is little or nothing about 
the houses to burn except hard wood, 
brick ami stone, explains the reason why 
there are so few fires. In this country 
very little importance, therefore, is at- 
tached either to fire insurance or life in- 
surance. 

Good restaaraats,with reaaonable prices, 
are pleatifnl in Vienna. In the evenings 
Buny of these places have esoelleat mili- 
tary bands, so that yoa caa dther eat 

your dinner or drink a few glasses of beer 
and at the same time enjoy a good con- 
cert. The waiters wear "evening dress, 
the "zahlung" as he is called, being the 
head one. Yon not only give him a tio, 
but likewise your waiter, besides leaving 
a few krensers on the table foi the waiter 
who brings the drinks. In the hotels, 
besides the wdters end elevator boys, 
when departing you must tip the porter 
(this official doesn't exid ia American 
hotels), the chamber-mdd aad "boots," 
the latter deriving his title from the fact 
that in all the Continental hotels before 
retiring you put your shoes in the hall- 
way and it is his duty to shine them. 
Fortunstely the^ipsare so small that in 
our money we would not thiak ol giving 
such a pittance to a beggar. 

Even In the dreet care and 'buses the 
conductor must be tipped. In regard to 
meals and mealtime, the Germans and 
Austrians have an o'clock fruhstiick, 
consisting of oqe piece of bread and a 
cup of coffee; at 10 o'clock they have a 
gabet fruhstuck, at which a little meat is 
eaten, the gabel or fork being used. At 2 
o'clock dinner, at 6 o'dock a "yousie," 
coffee or tea, with cakea, and at 8 o'clock 
supper. Bating and driakiag beer or 
coffee is the bed and prindpal part of a 
German's life. 

The antiquated methods employed in 
barbershops are enough to give an 
American the nightmare for a fortnight. 
You are usually lathered with the fingers, 
then after the shaving in an upright posi- 
tion a soup plate full of water is held 
under your chin while your face is 
cleaned with a sponge that may have 
answered for thonsaada. Portnaately an 
antiseptic ia the diape of a cake td alum 
or a strong bsy ram is ased oa the face 
after this ordeal.

The servants in this country 
kaow what hard work is, but it must be 
said to their credit that they are model 
servaats. Woald that we coald Import 
more of them to onr country and pay 
them from $200 to $300 a year, instead of 
|25 to ISO a year, which the bed recdve 
here. It will no doubt be astonishing 
to many of the gentler sex in America to 
hear that here in the country the women 
work like the men, and that in the cities 
they bdp to clean the streets and ilo the 
heavied part of the work in building 
houaea. They even mix the mortar aud 
carry It \a bneketfula on their heads up 
the laddess to the bricklayers. A friend 
of mine one day asked a aua why the 
women had to do each work. The an 
swer he received was this: "Wdl, If 1 
man doen't know how to mix dough, 
how can he mix mortar? That is 
woman's work." Women likewise dis- 
tribute newspapers, newsboys being aa 
known. 

Tbia winter has beea admirably mild 
and pleasant in Burope. Notwitbstand 
ing the fad that Vienna Is on latitude 
forty-eight degrees, which in Americs is 
above the lakes, the temperdare hss 
never beea as low aa tweaty dsgrsss 
Fahrenheit. There baa beea bat little 
snow, but during the whole wiater the 
sky has always been cloudy. The three 
pad weeks have been like spring.

KtNTUGKY IRISH MERIGflN. 
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EDUCATION. 

The presentation of $SP,oof> *o 
the CathoUc Unlvwrity in Wash 
Ington City fU** week by the 
Knights of Columbus indicates the 
live interest Catholics are taking in 
higher eduottion. The Kniglits of 
Oolnmbas ia a comparatively new 
order, but one of its first moves was 
to aid the great Catholic University 
at 4he capital of ihe nation. The 
Andent Order of HiherdUns, a 
much elder and stronger organiza- 
tion numerically than the Knights 
of Columbus, wai the firat to con 
tribute $50,000 to the Xiniversity 
This was done several years ago. 

In this connection it may be men- 
tione4 that, ArdiUahop Parley, in a 
recent interview with Pope Pius X. . 
assured the Pontiff that the Catho- 
lics of the United States would con 
tribute $100,000 a year lor ten yeara 
to the University. The Bishops of 
the various dioceaea had agreed to 

raise this much. 
The CathoUc Univeraity at Waah- 

ington' was made possible by the 
generosity of a Louisville woman 
and her adviser and guardian, a 
I/miiville man. Miia Gwendoline 
Caldwell first endowed the Uni 
versity under the advice of Bishop 
John Lancaster Spalding. Miss 
CaMwdl was bom in Louisville 
and her parents were converts to 
the Catholic faith. They also 
founded Sts. Mary and Blizabeth 
Hbq;>ital. Bishop Spalding was at 
one time pastor of the humblest 
Catholic church in Louisville — St. 
Augustine's, for negroea. He ia 
BOW Bhhop of Peoriti. 111., and one 
of the moat distinguished men in 
the church. Not only are Catho- 
lica doing their share in promoting 
higher education, but they are 
doing more than their share in the 
way of maintaining primary educa 
tion for the masaea. 

In every large city in the United 
States Catholics maintain their own 
parochial achools. Should these 
achoola be doaed and the popile 
forced upon the public achools, 
millions would have to be spent to 
provide new school buildings and 
teachera. The preaent aehool build- 
ings would not be capable of accom- 
modating the pupils and thousands 
of new teachers would have to be 
employed. It can not be aucoe«- 
fully contended, therefore, that 
Catholics are remiss in providing 
education for their children. They 
have a Univeirity at WaaUngton 
for higher education and many 
similar colleges in other Sutes. 
They have academies in every city 
and parochial achoola without num- 
ber. Altogether, Catholics may 
feel proud of their record in this 
particular and reaent the charge so 
often made by the ignorant or ill- 
advised that they pay no attention 
to education. 



. THB qRBQORlAN CHAf^. 

Archbishop Farley, of New York, 
on bis return from Rome last week, 
in an interview, aUted that he 
would obey the letter written by 
His Holiness on church music. 
This was presumed to mean that 
female vtrices would be eliminated 
from the choirs and the Gregorian 
chant substituted in the Archdiocese 
of New York. The Pope is thor- 
oughly in &vor of radical reform in 
the matter of church music, and 
wherever it is possible to do so the 
church authorities have been given 
to undaratand that the Gregorian 
chant must be snbatituted for the 
present forms. 

It will be a difficult matter to 
carry into effect the change. The 
rectors of the various churches have 
trouble enough now getting volun- 
teers to sing in the choirs, but it 



will be more difficult to aeeure thoae 

who can sing the Gregorian chant. 
No doubt the Holy See anticipates 
these difficultieb and therefore is 
not inaistent upon carrying Ih* order 
into immediate effect. None of the 
Bishops in the United States have 
so far made any order embodying 
the Pope'a ideaa. In I<oaitviUe no 
movement has been made in this 
direction, and the choirs still con- 
tinue to sing the. old muiic. It 
would take yearli to train new 
choirs, and presumably the Bishop 
will order the reform carried into 
effect gradually. With the rabeti- 
tution of the Gregorian diant for 
the present music congregational 
singing is likely to come into gen- 
eral favor. 



UNDESIRABLE IMniQRANTS. 

Frank P. Sargeunt, United Statea 
OommiaaioBer of Immigration, in 

an address before the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science, in Philadelphia last Satur- 
day, aald: 

"Since the foundation of our 
Government until within the last 
fifteen years practically all the im- 
migranta were krgely of Teutonic 
and Celtic stock. Fifteen millions 
of them have contributed largely to 
the development of our country and 
high standing of American dtizen- 
ship. The character of our immi- 
gration has now changed. During 
the last fifteen yeara we have been 
receiving a very undeairable class 
from Southern and Eastern luirope, 
which has taken the place of the 
Teutons and Celts. During the 
last fiscal year nearly 600,000 of 
these have been landed on our 
shores, constituting nearly 70 per 
cent, of the entire immigratioB for 
that year. Instead of 'goihg to those 
sections where there is a sore need 
for farm labor they congregate in 
the larger dtiea, moatly along the 
Atlantic seaboard, where they con- 
stitute a dangerous and unwhole- 
some element of our population. 
Immigration left thna ia a mcnaoe 
to the peace, order and stability of 
American institutions, which will 
grow and increase with the genera- 
tk>na and finally burst forth in 
anarchy and disorder." 

The immigrants now coming over 
are moatly from It#Iy. The same 
objection was made ia Germans and 
Irish years ago that Mr. Sargeant 
makes to the present immigrants. 
While some of these men may be 
anarchists, they are not all bad. 
There is plenty of room in this 
country for immigrants. It is true, 
however, that it would be better if 
more of them would go to farms 
instead of settling in the cities. As 
to Irish immigrants, few are now 
coming to this country.

In order 
to prevent demonstrations on the 
removal of crnd&Kes, etc., from the 
Fakce of Justice and other tri- 
bunals in Parts the work is being 
done behind closed doors. Catholics 
in the United States can not under- 
stand why a Government like that 
administered by Premier Combes 
can stand. France is a Catholic 
country and her Government la 
administered by infidels.

In the Cabinet meetings and in confer- 
ences directly between the executive 
heads of departments the whole subject 
of the atatus of the Chinese immigration 
qneatioa as it will be after the lapae of 
the exiating treaty haa been thoronghly 
digested, and it can be stated that the 
Administration feels that it has smple 
warrant for continuing to enforce the 
rigid provisions of the Chinese exclusion 
act regardless of the denunciation of the 
treaty. So far from opening the door to 
Chinese immigration, the lapse of the 
treaty will, it is said, actually render the 
entrance of Chineae Into thia country 
more difficult than while the treaty ra- 
mained in force. Thia fbct hoa been 
pointed out to the Chinese Government 
by Minister Conger, who has not yet 
abandoned the effort tfJ indvice the Chi- 
nese to reconsi<ler theii denunciation. 
However, it is positively stated that the 
exclusion laws will continue to be en- 
forced after December next whether the 
treaty expires or not. Attorney General 
Knox has under consideration the ques- 
tion of the validity of the exdnaion law 
of 1002, in view of the deaunciatkm of 
the treaty, and he will prepareand anb- 
mit to the President an opinion on the 
subject.
